Most baby animals are entirely 
self-supporting within a few weeks 
or months, at most; but it is 


__normal_for.hildren to be in the 


home, and somewhat dependent 
upon their parents for support, for 


twenty years. A colt or calf can 
walk the day it is born, but a 
child normally takes ten or twelve 
months. Obviously God intended 
the child to be helpless and de- 
pendent long enough to stay in 
the home for training. God in- 
tended that the home should de- 
velop in children the moral qual- 
ities and principles and habits and 
adjustments essential to good 
character. 


Animal parents take responsibil- 
ity for training their little ones, 
and instinctively they are taught 
of God to chastise their young, to 
teach them obedience and safe 


habits. Hens and mother birds 
peck their baby chicks and nes- 
tlings. I have seen many a cow 


kick ter calf*to*stop Over-boisteér- 


ous attempts to get milk, painful 


to the cow. Mother bears cuff 
their cubs vigorously sometimes to 
stop a fight or to enforce obedi- 
ence, And all horsemen and ani- 
mal trainers know that punish- 
ment is sometimes necessary in 
handling animals. Certainly chil- 
dren, more than animals,, need dis- 
cipline and correction. 


Children Need Correction Because 
Naturally Wicked 


There is a very definite reason 
why children also need punish- 
ment occasionally. That reason is 
that all children inherit the fallen, 
sinful nature which the human 
race has had since the sin of

“He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life and 
he that believeth not the Son shall not see life, but the wrath 
of God abideth on him.”—John 3:36 


What is the greatest sin in the world? Some will say 


that it is murder. Yet Paul, 


who was responsible for the 


murder of many Christians, was saved and in turn became a 
remarkable Christian. The crucifiers of Christ were mur- 
derers, but it is prob&ble that many of them were saved on 
the day of Pentecost. The Bible tells us that there will be 


in the blood of Christ. 
Some will say that theft is the 


greatest sin, but the thief on the 
cross heard Jesus saying to him, 


“This day shalt thou be with me 
in Paradise.” Some thieves go to 
prison, hear the gospel and are 
saved. There will be no thieves in 
Heaven, but those who have been 
thieves and who have had their 
sins forgiven wii be there. Some 
will say that adultery is the great- 
est sin. Y¥et Jesus forgave the 
woman who was taken in the sin. 
And the woman, who had five hus- 
bands and was still living in adul- 
tery, was savéd after a wonderful 
interview with Him at the well 
near Sychar. There are no adul- 


terers in Heaven, but many who 


no murders in Heaven, but some who have been murderers 
will be there—their souls saved and their sins washed ay 


have committed this grievous sin 
will be there, having had a re- 
markable experience of salvation 
through Jesus Christ. 

But what is the greatest sin in 
the world? It is: simply the re- 
jection of the Lord Jesus Christ.

Little children have something 
heavenly, something innocent, 
something wonderfully sweet 
about them. They are gifts from 
God beyond price. But every such 
little child has a taint of sin in- 
born. Every one has a nature 
that, if not curbed, may lead to 
murder, to adultery, to blasphemy, 
to defiance of God, to Hell itself! 


God’s Word teaches that little 
children are born with a taint of 
sin. Psalm 58:3 says, ‘The wicked 
are estranged from the womb: 
they go astray as soon as they be 
born, speaking lies.” David, in his 
heart-broken prayer. after his 


' shameful ‘sin with Bath-sheba, 


said, “Behold, I was shapen in 


iniquity; and in sin did my mother 


conceive me” (Psalm 51:5). He 
knew whence came his sin; it was 
the natural fruit of a fallen, de- 
praved nature which he had had 
from birth, even from his concep- 
tion! I do not mean that little 
children, unaccountable infants 
who do not consciously sin, are 
lost. Rather, the Bible teaches 
that they are kept, by God's 
merciful grace, until they come to 
the time of accountability to God, 
a personal consciousness of. sin. 
No one goes to Hell for the sinful 


nature he inherited: No one is 
punished in Hell for Adam’s sins 
of which he is the unconscious 
partaker by-inheritance. First 
Corinthians 15:22 says, “For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive.” What- 
ever a child lost by inheritance of 
the taint of Adam’s sin, he has 
gained back in Christ. The child 
is kept safe until he personally, 
himself, becomes.a sinner. But 
we must remember, in dealing 
with children, that we have a 
fallen, tainted, depraved nature to 
contend with, to restrain, and, as 
far as possible, bring under the 
control of a developed conscience, 
a moral character, and, when the 
child is saved, under the mastery 
of a new nature, imparted at con- 
version, 


A prominent man, speaking for 
the Atlanta Optimist Club the 
other day, expressed a belief that 
every boy is good by nature and 
with a fair chance would be a 
noble, good man. Really, he ex- 
pressed only a very dangerous half 
truth, or less than a half truth. 
Every child has capacities for 
good in this sense, that God loves 
every child and wants to come 
into the heart and make the child 


‘good. And God has put certain 


capacities in the child which by 
careful discipline and restraint 
and nurture may develop into 
noble qualities. But left without 
discipline, without restraint, with- 
out punishment for sin and with- 
out definite influence for God and 
righteousness, every child in the 
world would turn out bad, wicked, 
unsocial, criminal! Every mother 
and father, viewing their precious 
baby, should remember that that 
little one is no better than the 
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ret child ever born, when Cain 
was cradled in the arms of his 
mother, Eve. Your child and mine 
will turn out like Cain unless 
definitely restrained, controlled, 
disciplined, and _ influenced for 
righteousness and God. 


The fallen nature inherited by 
every child, demands that children 
should be brought up in the fear 
of God, with instruction and cor- 
rection, as well as prayers and 
tears. When one realizes that thé 
duty of parents is to take little 
ones with sinful, perverted natures 
and prepare them for Heaven, it 
is easy to see that punishment for 
sin and the restraint of strong 
authority is absolutely necessary 
in the home. 


Parents, Like God, Must Punish 
~ Sin And, Reward Righteousness 


Parents stand in the place of 
God before their children, to a 
remarkable degree. Particularly 
does the father in the home have 
the authority of God over his chil- 
dren, and acts as God’s deputy. 
The Bible often uses a human 
father to illustrate God’s attitude 
toward His children. “Like as a 
father pitieth his children, so the 
Lord pitieth them that fear him” 
(Psalm 103:13). ‘“‘When ye pray, 
say, Our Father which art in 
heaven,” said Jesus (Luke 11:2). 
“If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your chil- 
dren, how much more shall your 
Father which is in heaven give 
good things to them that ask 
him?” (Matt. 7:11). Parents, I 
say, stand before their children, 
clothed with the authority of God. 


So in Colossians 3:20 we read, 
“Children, obey your parents in 
all things: for this is well pleasing 
unto the Lord.” How striking is 
this statement, that the authority 
of parents over their chlidren is 
to be unlimited, and that children 
are to obey their parents im all 
things! 

And the highest morality is 
summed up in the commandment, 
“Honor thy father and_ thy 
mother,” and that morality is to 
be rewarded thus: “that thy days 
may be long upon the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee” 
(Exodus 20:12). Parents have the 
authority of God over their chil- 
dren, and how serious, how all- 
important is this responsibility! 


But God punishes people for sin. 
So the Bible declares from the be- 
ginning to end. Even God’s saints 
are subject to His chastisement 
for their own good. And since 
parents are to exercise the author- 
ity of God over their children to 
a very large degree, the Bible 
clearly teaches that parents 
should chastise their children, for 
their own good, just as God pun- 
ishes His children for their own 
good. . 

Hebrews 12:6-8 - says, “For 
whom the Lord loveth he chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth. If ye endure chasten- 
ing, God dealeth with you as with 
sons; for what son is he whom the 
father chasteneth not? But if ye 
be without chastisement, whereof 
all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons.” Here the 
simple rule is given that God 
chastises His children as all good 
fathers chastise their children, 


“If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons; for 
what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not?” It is in the very 
nature of sonship to receive chas- 
tising when needed. [t is-in the 
very nature of fatherhood to give 
chastising when necessary. Any 
fatherswho does not whip his chil- 


‘| dren, treats them as if they were 


bastards (verse 8). A man who 
as a whoremonger begets children 
owtside of marriage, ignores his 
children, takes no responsibility 


for them, refuses to be a father 
to them. He does not support 
them, he does not teach them, he 


does not chastise them. He does 
not recognize the bastard boy as 
his son. So, God says that any 
man who does not whip his chil- 
dren to make them mind, treats 
them as bastards, as illegitimate 
children for wtiom he takes no 
responsibility! Nothing could 
show more plainly the truth that 
God regards necessary chastise- 
ment of children as the inescap- 
able duty of a father toward his 
children. 

In these days when juvenile de- 
linquents fill the jails; when 
homes for fallen girls are crowded, 
when teen-age prostitutes throng 
every city and run after soldiers; 
when smoking, drinking, immoral, 
criminal youth has become the 
greatest moral problem in Amer- 
ica, some educators frown on dis- 
Cipline of any kind. These silly, 
morally immature, impractical ed- 
ucators and theorists have utterly 
failed in turning out good men and 
women, citizens of character, with 
Christian hearts and noble lives; 
yet they scoff at corporal punish- 
ment so clearly taught in the 
Bible and so thoroughly vindicated 
by practical experience. The only 
answer to juvenile delinquency, 
the only answer to a generation 


| which has grown up without faith 


in God, without self-control, with- 
out any steadfast of moral char- 
acter, is to come back to the Bible 
and find God’s way of growing 
men and.women with character. 
Prayerful, intelligent, Christian 
discipline in the home is abso- 
lutely essential to the growing of 
good men and women. 


Another plain command of the 
Scripture on this subject is given 
in Ephesians 6:4, “And, ye fathers, 
provoke not your children to 
wrath: but bring them up in the 
<gieig and admonition of the 


Fathers are to bring their chil- 
dren up in thé nurture and admo- 
nition of the Lord. I was startled 
to find, only yesterday, that the 
word nurture in Ephesians 6:4 
means chastisement or chastening. 
In fact, the word nurture is trans- 
lated from the same Greek word 
peideia, which is translated chas- 
tening in Hebrews 12:5, in He- 
brews 12:7, and Hebrews 12:11! 
It is the same word translated 
chastisement in Hebrews 12:8. 
And -the Greek verb on the same 
stem as this word, paideuo, is 
used in Luke 23:16 and again in 
Luke 23:22 of the scourging of 
Jesus! “Pilate said, I will chas- 
tise him and let him go.” The 
word nurturé in Ephesian 6:4 
means chastisement, in the orig- 
inal Greek Scripture. So, fathers 
are really commanded to bring 
their children up in the discipline, 
or correction, or chastening and 
admonition of the Lord! 


For parents to chastise their 
children as necessary is explicitly 
commanded in the Word of God. 
Parents act for God in punishing 
sin, in rewarding righteousness 
and in compelling the obedience 
of their children. | 


The responsibility of parenthood 
is almost overwhelming, when 


viewed by the standard of Holy 


Scripture. Deuteronomy 21:18-21 
shows us clearly that every father 
and mother should rather have 
their son dead than for him to 
live in di ience to their 
authority and teachings. 7 


“If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the 
voice of his mother, and that, 
when they have chastened him, 
will not hearken unto them: Then 
shall his father and his mother lay 
hold on him, and bring him out 
unto the elders of his city, and 
unto the gate of his place; And 
they shall say unto the elders of 
his city, This our son is stubborn. 
and rebellious, he will not obey 
our voice; he is a glutton, and a 
drunkard, And all the men of 
his city shall- stone him with 
stones, that-he die: so shalt thou 
put evil away from among you; 


and all Israel shall hear, 
fear’ (Deut. 21:18-21). 


It is understood from other 
Scriptures that a child properly 
brought up will not, when grown 
or near grown, be a rebel and 
a drunkard. But if parents had 
failed, under the Mosaic law, to 
train a son for God and righteous- 
ness to the extent that later the 
lad should turn out to be a rebel, 
a stubborn and rebellious son, a 
glutton and a drunkard, they 
should. first chasten him _ thor- 
oughly and then “when they have 
chastened him,” they find that he 
“will not hearken unto them,” 
then they are to bring him to the 
elders of the city to be stoned! 


It is true that we do not have 
the same kind of civil government 


and 


son to be stoned, in these days 
he would have to be left to the 
officers of the law and the courts. 


beginning from the babyhood of 
the little one, will never need to 
come to such an extremity. But 
this Scripture plainly shows that 
parents should’ feel the desperate 
importance of discipline. Disobe- 
dience to parental authority, long 
continued and deliberate on the 
part of a minor son was thus pun- 
ished, under the Mosaic Law, with 
the death penalty! 

Our modern, easy-going stand- 
ards have let rot the very founda- 


tions of our society, because we | 


have not insisted on the authority 
of fathers and mothers being exer- 
cised in the home. The whipping 
of children to punish sin and com- 
pel obedience, as necessary, is ab- 
solutely essential to the proper 
development of character and the 
growing of moral, upright men 
and women. Fathers and mothers 
in this matter act for God Al- 
mighty and wield His authority 
in the home. 


God Specially Holds Parents To 
Account For The Discipline. And 
Control Of Their Children 


It is no small matter to be 
responsible to God for bringing a 
little life into this world... But 
every father and mother is respon- 
sible to God; and God holds par- 
ents strictly to account to enforce 
righteousness, to punish evil, to 
grow a character submissive to 
God and the right. 


Abraham is an example greatly 
blessed, because God could depend 
on him to control his children for 
the right In Genesis 18:17-19 we 
are told why God took Abraham 
in His_ confidence about the 
planned destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. 


“And the Lord said, Shall I 


hide from Abraham that thing 
which I do; Seeing that Abraham 
shall surely become a great and 
mighty nation, and all the nations 
of the earth shall be blessed in 
him? For I know him, that he 
will command his children and his 
household after him, and they 
shall keep the way of the Lord, 
to do justice and judgment; that 
the Lord may bring upon Abra- 
ham that which he hath spoken 
of him.” — 

Here we see that God decided 
to- tell Abraham His plans, “For 
I know him, that he will command 
his ‘children and his household 


today. Instead of bringing such a 


And parents who do their duty, 


after him, and they shall keep 
the way of the Lord, to do justice 
and judgment.” And this would 
make it so God would bé able to 
fulfill His promise to Abraham: 
“that the Lord may bring upon 
Abraham that which he hath 
spoken of him.” 


How striking and impressive is 
the truth that God promised His 
blessings to Abraham,- because He 
knew that Abraham would com- 
mand his children and his house- 


hold and make them serve God!. 


The inference is obvious that if 
Abraham had not been one to 
make his household obey, God 
would not have confided in him 
His plans for the future and would 
not have made to him such 


ex- 
ceeding great and precious prom- QB - 


ises. For a man to make his chil- 
dren obey, and so to bring them 
up-in righteousness and judgment, 
is a fundamental matter of char- 
acter, greatly honored of God! 


Eli, the high priest of “God in 
the days when Samuel was born, 
is a sad exaniple of a man who 
failed God in this matter. Eli 
was a good man. As far as we 
know, God had no complaint with 
the way he held the office of high 
priest, no complaint about his 
moral life, no complaint about the 
way he judged the people. By all 
human standards, says one, Eli 
was a great and good man, 
in the: matter of commanding his 
children, in restraining and cor- 
recting and. disciplining them, Eli 
was a failure! ) 


When Eli was an old, old man 
and his sons were grown and mar- 
ried with families of their own, 
God still held it against him that 
he did not restrain his sons. Eli 
had rather feebly protested 
against the adultery and the greed 
of his sons (I Sam. 2:22-25). They 
did not obey their father, however, 
and Eli did not enforce his will 
upon them, And for this very 
reason, that -is, because Eli did 
not vigorously take the matter in 
hand and punish his own: sons, 
grown married men that they 
were, God’s curse came upon him! 
The prophet of God came to Eli 
and warned him that Eli honored 
his sons above God (I Sam. 2:29). 
This man of God prophesied that 
Eli’s two sons, Hophni and Phine- 
has, should both die in one day, 


| 


|that Eli’s family would be com- 


pletely removed from the priest- 
hood. And God said, 


“And I will raise me up a faith- 
ful priest, that shall do according 
to that which is in mine heart and 
in my mind: and I will build him 
a sure house; and he shall walk 
before mine anointed for ever. 
And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left in thine 
house shall come and crouch to 
him for a piece of silver and a 
morsel of bread, and shall say, Put 
me, I pray thee, into one of the 
priests’ offices, that I may eat 
a piece of bread’ (I Sam. 2:35, 36). 


Then the little child, Samuel, 
grew up with a heart tender to- 
ward the Word of God; and God 
gave him this message against Eli: 


“In that day I will perform 
against Eli all things which 
have spoken concerning his house 
when I begin, I will also make an 


end. For I have told him that

I will judge his house for ever 
‘for the iniquity which he know- 
eth; because his sons made them- 
selves vile, and he restrained them 
not. And therefore I have sworn 
unto the house of Eli, that the 
iniquity of Eli’s house shall not 
be purged with sacrifice nor offer- 
ing for ever” (I Sam. 3:12-14). 
Read that again carefully and 
see the importance of it. “Be- 
cause his sons made themselves 
vile, and he restrained them not” 
God said he would judge the house 


of Eli forever, “that the iniquity” 


of Eli’s house shall not be purged 
@..: Sacrifice nor offering for 


’? 


What was this terrible sin of 
Eli, this “iniquity” that would 
never be purged? What was this 
sin that Should bring a curse upon 
all the unborn generations of Eli’s 
house? It was simply this: Eli 
did not restrain his sons! He 
should have chastised them and 
made them obey, made them walk 
uprightly when they were children 
and young men. If he had done 
so then, they would not have dis- 
graced him when he was old. But 
even after the sons were grown, 
mature men, God held Eli ac- 
countable when he did not restrain 
them. Eli as a high priest could 
have had his sons publicly whipped, 
could have put them out of the 
priesthood, could have had them 
stoned publicly, put to death for 
their crimes. He did not punish 
his sons, and so the curse of God 
came on his family forever! 

I am simply saying that God 
Holds mothers and fathers ac- 
countable for their children. 
There is no way to be a good 
Christian when you do not do 
right on this fundamental matter 
of the correction and discipline of 
your children. ‘ 


“Do you mean to say that one 
cannot be a good Christian who 
does not rule well his children? 
Do you. mean to say that this_is 


a fundamental matter of Christian. 


character, that parents must make 
their children obey, must punish 
them, restrain them, and discipline 
them?” So, someone. may ask. I 
answer, “That is exactly what the 
Bible teaches.” For example, in 
I Timothy, chapter 3, God gives 
the a jaguars for a bishop or 
pastor a church and likewise 
the qualifications for a~ deacon. 


About the bishop, I Timothy 3: 
4, 5 says that he must be, “One 
that ruleth well his own house, 
having his children in subjection 
with all gravity; (For if a man 
know not how to rule his own 
house, how shall he take care of 
the chusch of God?)” 

Here it is clearly stated that no 


matter how sound in doctrine, how 
fervent in spirit, how clean in life, 
no man is fit to be pastor of a 
church who does not discipline his 
children and have his children in 
subjection with all gravity! 

The same requirement is. made 
for those who would be officers 
of a local church, the deacons. 
First Timothy 3:12 says, “Let the 
deacons be the husbands of one 
wife, ruling their children - and 
their own houses well.” A man 
who is not a good ruler over his 
own family, is not fit even to be 
a servant in the church of God 
(the word deacon means servant). 


How many, many times the in- 
fluence of one who longs to serve 
Christ is utterly ruined because 
he has failed to rule well his own 
house! Disobedient, unruly chil- 
dren, undisciplined children, bring 
to naught the influence of a godly 
father. Hence, the Scripture com- 
mands, no man is to be elected 
pastor of a church, nor even dea- 
con in a church, who does not fol- 
low the Bible commands about 
disciplining and ruling well and 
keeping in subjection his own chil- 
dren, 

To rear godly children, to re- 
strain them, to correct them, to 
bring them up in the chastening 
and admonition of the Lord, is one 
of the simple and and basic Chris- 
tian virtues, without which Chris- 
tian parents cannot please God. 


Punishment A Necessity And 
Proper Moulder Of Character 


Is corporal punishment Actually 
necessary for a child? Are not 
other methods more modern and 
more effective? That is not what 
the Word of God teaches. Other 
punishment may be sometimes 
effective, and certainly there are 
other essentials to proper child 
rearing; but whipping has a dis- 
tinct place, ordained of God in the 
discipline and development of chil- 
dren. 

Proverbs 20:30 says, “The blue- 
ness of a wound cleanseth away 
evil: so do stripes the inward parts 
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cleanses away evil from the char- 
acter, when rightly given; stripes 
do the same for the inward life, 
says this Scripture. 

Happy is the child who learns 
very early in life that sin brings 
trouble! One who gets soundly 
punished for sin will learn to fear 
sin, and then to hate it. “The 
blueness of a wound cleanseth 


away evil: so do stripes the in- 
ward parts of the belly.” This, 
God’s Word says. 


Certainly then, sorhetimes pun- 


lishment should be so vigorous as 


to leave stripes on a child. I 
remember poignantly the first time 
one of my little ones was so stub- 
born that I had to spank her two 
or three times about the same 
thing, and I was so vigorous about 
it that faint blue marks were left 
by my fingers. The beloved but 
stubborn child had surrendered to 
the inevitable, had given up her 
will in the matter and had quietly 
gone to sleep when I saw those 
marks; the sight cut me to the 
heart. I went alone to cry and 
pray. I knew of no other way 
besides the vigorous spanking to 
get the proper results, and I was 
sure I had done right. Yet the 
blue marks on the little body, so 
precious, left me stricken with 
grief. I remember well that I 
prayed something like _ this: 
“Heavenly Father, I do not pre- 
tend to know much about rearing 
children. I only know what You 
have said in Your Word, and I 
am going to try to do it. Now, 
oh, my Heavenly Father, You 
must see that it gets the blessed 
results You have promised. You 
must make my girls good girls!” 
And I bear the dear Lord record 
that-He has fulfilled His Word in 
the matter of my beloved daugh- 
ters. Blessed and holy results in 
character can come from a sound 
whipping given in Jesus’ name, 
and because it is right, in punish- 
ment for sin, and to secure obedi- 
ence. 


This teaching, that discipline, 
correction, punishment whenever 
necessary, leads to morality and 
good character is taught further 
in Proverbs 29:15. There we are 
told, “The rod and reproof give 
wisdom: but a child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame.” 
One who is. restrained, and held 
under control by his father and his 
mother, will learn to control him- 
self. One-who is properly curbed 
and instructed as a child will learn 
to curb himself. One who has 
properly learned to appreciate and 
submit to the authority of the 
home will find it normal to submit 
to the authority of school and the 
authority of government. Real 
character is developed by strict 
and careful rearing by godly par- 
ents who believe the Word of God 
that “The rod and reproof give 
wisdom.” 

In Proverbs 29:17 the same 
truth is restated. “Correct thy 
son, and he shall give thee rest; 
yéa, he will give delight unto thy 
soul,” The father who corrects 
his son will later feel pride and 
joy in the grown son who will 
thus haye learned to control him- 
self, 


These Scriptures agree that the 
correction of children, when done 
consistently, prayerfully, will’curb 
the hot temper of youth, will train 
little feet in paths of morality and 
righteousness, and that the char- 
acter thus developed will be a 
matter of pride and joy to the 
fathers and mothers who loved 
God and righteousness, enough to 
rear’ their children according to 
the Scriptures. 


Admiral Dewey, 
Manila in the Spanish American 
War, tells us that a good whipping 
kept him from becoming a crimi- 
nal. An Indiana farmer in 1898 
published the following remark- 
able story, telling how the boy 
who later became Admiral Dewey, 
the hero of Manila in the Spanish- 
American War, was an unprinci- 
pled bully as a boy, headed for a 
life of crime, and was saved for 
society by a genuine whipping. 
The whipping was delivered by Z.

the hero of 


K, Pangborn, major in the Civil 
War and later congressman. The 
article follows: 

“Major Z. K. Pangborn of Jer- 
sey City, the only man who ever 
whipped Admiral George Dewey, 


was nominated for congress a few 
days ago by the Republicans of the 
Hudson Country District, New 
Jersey. Major Pangborn whipped 
Dewey while the latter was his 
pupil in a backwoods school near 
Montpelier, Vermont, half a cen- 
tury ago. 

“When Dewey was a boy, Pang- 
born, according to his story, being 
then fresh from college, undertook 
the management of a _ district 
school in Montpelier. The school 
had been in rebellion, and Dewey 
was the leader of the anti-teacher 
brigade: Several teachers had been 
removed, and one had been stood 
on his head in a snow bank. It 
was generally said in Montpelier 
that nobody could govern that 
school. When Panborn appeared 
the first day he noticed Dewey up 
a tree throwing stones at small 
boys. 

“You've got to stop that,’ said 
the teacher sharply. 

**Go to blazes!’. retorted Dewey 
from his perch. 

“Pangborn provided himself 
with a rawhide, which he tucked 
away over the schoolhouse door, 
and then placed several clubs of 
good hickory on top of the pile in 
the old wood box. The following 
day Pangborn was about to pun- 
ish some unruly scholars when 
Dewey stepped up to his desk and 
said: 

‘*Took here, teacher, we're go- 
ing to give you the best licking 
you ever had.’ 

“*Take your 
Pangborn. 

“Dewey shot out his right fist 
and it landed dangerously near 
Pangborn’s jaw. Instantly the 
teacher seized his rawhide, and 
Dewey was writhing under the 
lash. When the other boys tried to 
go to Dewey’s help, the teacher 
seized the hickory clubs and with 
one piece in each hand struck the 
boys about him with such vigor 
that they soon ran. He gave it to 
Dewey hot and heavy, and it was 
not long before the future con- 
queror of the Philippines was beg- 
ging for mercy for the first and 
only time in his life. That put an 
end to the rebellion. 


‘*Dewey and Pangborn have 
been warm friends ever since. 
Dewey recently said to the Major: 
‘I shall never.cease to be grateful 
to you. You made a man of me. 
But for the thrashing you gave 
me, I would probably be a state 
prisoner,’ ”

Many another good man, like 
Admiral Dewey, was saved from 
prison by a good whipping. Many 
others are in jail who could have 


been saved to society as good cit- 
izens by discipline. 


Lack of Discipline in the Home 
Leads to Public Shame Later 


Many a life of sin and shame 
is simply the outgrowth of a life 
without any discipline, without re- 
buke and without reproof. The 


sin at home will naturally feel 
that he can get by with sin. And 
the same child will grow into a 
man without self-control, without 
a fear of sin, without a conscience 
well developed. Proverbs 29:15 
says that “The rod and reproof 
give wisdom: but a child left to 
himself bringeth his mother to 
shame.” Do you leave your child 
to himself? Do you let him have 
his own way? Then, mother, you 
might as well get ready to be 
brought to shame by the same boy 
or girl that you now refuse to 
punish! 

There are a number of Bible 
illustrations of this truth, that 
undisciplined children turn out to 
be wicked adults. 


Remember the wicked sons of 
Eli, the high priest of Israel. 
These sons of Eli, though priests, 
were never converted. First Sam- 
uel 2:12 tells us, “The sons of Eli 
were sons of Belial; they knew 
not the Lord.” ‘They are sacri- 
legious, despising the offerings of 
the Lord (I Sam. 2:17). They 
committed adultery with the 
women who came to the taber- 
nacle to worship (I Sam. 2:22). 
And whence came all this wicked- 
ness of the sons of Eli? Why did 
these sons of a great man of God 
go so thoroughly wrong? It is 
simply that they were not dis- 
ciplined and restrained and cor- 
rected by Eli. For I Samuel 3:13 
gives us God’s words about it: 
“For I have told him that I will 
judge his house for ever for the 
iniquity which he knoweth; be- 
cause his sons made themselves 
vile, and he restrained them not.” 


What shame Eli and his wife 
must have had over these wicked, 
ungodly, unsaved, adulterous sons! 
But all that could have been saved 
with a few sound thrashings at 
the proper time, and with careful 
direction and restraint along with 
teaching and prayer. “A child left 
to himself bringeth his mother to 
shame.” 

Another Bible example of a sin- 
ful manhood following an undis- 
ciplined childhood is that of Ado- 
nijah, the son of David by his 
wife Hagith. Adonijah rebelled 
against David and tried to seize

I. IN’ REJECTING .CHRIST A 
MAN SHUTS THE DOOR TO 
HIS OWN HIGHEST POSSI- 
BILITIES. 


God has a great question in His 
Book—it is. this, ‘““‘What shall I do 
with Jesus, who is called Christ?” 
U..til you havc said “yes’’ to Jesus 
you cannot -.ossibly rise to the 
highest possibilities of your own 
life. No man is at his best until 
he has linked his own possibilities 
to the power of Christ. 


Someone asked a great man this 
question — “How may I become 
suecessful?” This was the answer 
he received—‘“Link your life to_a 
great.cause and give your best to 
that cause.” You find a man who 
is dging the most good for God 
and the world, and you will find a 
man who has linked hir life to 
that of Christ. Oh, how’many use- 
less people are in the world! They 
are people who are making. no con- 


tribution to the world, simply be- |. 
cause they haven’t linked their 


lives with Jesus. 


In the old days in Pennsylvania 
a little shop stood by.the ‘side of 
a great factory. The little shop 
had small power, but the great 
factory had all of its machinery 
running and still had power which 
was going to waste. The owner of 
the little shop said to the owner 
of the factory, “Let me break 
through the wall between my little 
shop and your factory and let me 
place one of my belts on your 
great wheel so that I might use 
some of this power which is going 
to waste.” The owner of the great 
factory permitted him tv do this, 
and soon the little shop, with this 
added power, became a great fac- 
tory. Here you are like the little 
shop — your power is small, but 
here is Jesus who has all power 
in Heaven and earth—He says to 
you, “Link on to*Me and use My 
power.” So if you will cut loose 
from sin and surrender to Him, 
His power will be our power— 
you can rise to your highest possi- 
bilities. But if you reject Him 
and hold on to your sin and the 
world, you will be hindered from 
rising to your best. 


II. IN REJECTING CHRIST A 
MAN PUTS HIMSELF IN THE 
WAY OF OTHERS. | 


Some time ago I went out into 
the yard on a moonlit night—I 
knew that soon there would be an 
eclipse of the moon as predicted 
by the astronomers. I-.looked up 
and saw the shadow of the sun 
moving across the moon. The 
shadow became ‘arger and larger 
until the moon was entirely blot- 
ted out. Well, yonder is Christ, 
the Light of the World—Someone 
is looking at you ... if you are 
not a Chris’iaz you become a 
shadow moving between them and 
Christ. They are cut off from His 
blessed light. No man goes to 


‘Heaven or Hell alone . . . you have 


an influence on someone . . . some- 
one is following your example. Are 
you lifting them~up or pulling 
them down? - 

' It has been my great sorrow to 
know many p.~ents who stand in 
the way of their children. Some 
of these parents were not Chris- 
tians at all. Some had formerly 


been active for Carist, but now 
were living back-slidden lives. 
They had married, and children 
had come—they had stayed away 
from God’s house—they had drift- 
ed into the world snd now their 
lives are standing in the way of 
their children. When a baby is 
born it ought to be a time for the 
parents to rededicate themselves 
anew to God. They should Say, 
“Here is a new life for which I 
am responsible—I must live for 
God so that my influence will be 
a blessing to this child.” If you 
are-not -a Christian you stand in 
the way of others. 

Dr. George W. Truett tells about 
a meeting- he was holding in a 
certain place. Every night a fine 
sixteen-year-old boy was at the 
meeting and seémed to be deeply 
interested. The preacher said to 
him one night, “I notice that you 
have been intereste’ in the serv- 
ices — why don’t you come to 
Christ?” The boy replied, “My 
father is a doctor—-he never goes 
church, he is not a Christian 
and he is the finest man I know— 
I am going to follow him. He 


says by -is example that the 
Christian religion isn’t worth- 
while.” The next morning the 


preacher found his way to the doc- 
tor’s office and said to him, “I 
want to talk to you about your 
boy. I have never known a finer 
boy, but I am worried about him. 
He has been to our meetings and 
is interested in the salvation of 
his soul, but now he has put the 
matter aside. I talked to him last 
night and he told me that you 
were his example ... that he was 
going to follow in your foot-steps, 
which would mean that he would 
not become a Christian. Doctor, 
you owe something to this boy— 
you have too much at stake to let 
this matter go by.” The doctor’s 
face clouded and he said, “That is 


the heaviest blow I ever received. 


When will you have your next 
service?” And the preacher re- 
plied, “We meet aguin tonight at 


8 o’clock.” “I will be there,” said 
the doctor. “I know just what to 
do.” The doctor came that night. 


He listened to the sermon and 
when the invitation was given he 
walked down the aisle: and made 
his surrender to Christ. As the 
preacher took his hand he said, 
“Doctor, look behind you!” and as 
the doctor turned «bout he saw 
his fine son coming down the aisle 
to make th: same surrender. The 
boy threw his arms around the 
father’s neck and said; “Oh, daddy, 
I am so glad you came! I wanted 
to be a Chr’stian and now you 
have made it so much easier for 
me.” 

Oh, if you are not living as you 
should for Christ, think of the oth- 
ers upon whom you cast a shadow. 
Are you standing in their way?

Away with God, I care noth- 
ing for Him or His Son.” This 
is an insult to Almighty God. If 
you continue in this course there 
is no hope for you. 
You- have keard of ar atheist 
who flaunts himself in the face of 
God and says, “If there be a God 
let Him strike me down.” You 
shudder when you hear about this 
and you say that the man is in- 
sulting God. But wait a minute— 
Haven’t you done something worse 
than this? You are an intelligent 
person and you hear the gospel 
. « « You know that there is a 
God and that He gave His Son 
to.die for you. If you reject Him 
your insult is worse than the blas- 
pnemy of the most blatant infidel.

The Teheran Conference 


Following the Cairo Conference, 
the Chinese delegation returned 
home and the American and Brit- 
ish delegations proceeded _ to 
Teheran, where they held another 
international. conference with a 
Russian delegation concerning 
European war strategy. They ar- 
rived late on a Saturday after- 
noon and Sunday afternoon was 
devoted to a gala event featuring 
wine, champagne, Martinis and 
other alcoholic beverages. The 
conference was climaxed by a 
birthday ~ dinner , for Winston 
Churchill. From newspaper ac- 
counts, that birthday dinner must 
have been characterized by the 
clinking of glasses, merry laugh- 
ter and fun. The number of 
toasts drunk at that dinner was 
estimated at from thirty-five to 
fifty. The Time magazine in its 
report wrote: 


“The party roared on in high 
good humor, until young Hopkins’ 
eyes were boggling out at the flow 
of liquor and the animated scenes 
around him.” 


The OWI Washington ‘Party 


The Office of War Information 
called its field representatives to 
Washington for a conference. They 
were to have dinner at the Carlton 
Hotel. They were first entertained 
at the hotel bar, where they were 
served Martini, Manhattan and 
Daiquirt—cocktails and highballs, 
and then partook of one of the 
most elaborate dinners’ ever 
spread—a dinner at which they 
drank the finest white wine and 
Burgundy. 


The Statler Hotel Party 


On Sunday night of February 
13, 1944, while millions of godly 
fathers and praying mothers 
across the nation were gathered 
in their churches for worship and 
prayer that God might guide our 
nation and give victory to our 


armed forces, there gathered in 
the Large Statler Hotel in Wash- 
ington, D.C., some 1,500 national 
leaders and distinguished guests 


at one of the wildest drinking 
parties ever held. Senators, Con- 
gressmen, Cabinet members, Su- 
preme Court justices, a Navy ad- 
miral, D nald M. Nelson of the 
War Production Board, outstand- 
ing press and club representatives 
—some fifteen hundred in all— 
drank liquor which cost $7,500 to 
$10,000. “There was Scotch 
whisky for 1,500 guests and every 
other drink a dream could mus- 
ter.” 


National leaders were attending 
a party of this type while the 
world was being bathec in blood 
and tears in the most terrible war 
of all time—while thousands of 
young men were on canned ra- 
tions, in blinding smoke, scorch- 
irg heat and bleeding and dying 
on Pacific islands and in the war 
theaters around the world. 


This’ fiendish mockery of their 
noble sacrifices took place on a 
Sunday night. 


What a devilish sacrilege! 


But that is not all. The very 
next week the head of the War 
Food Adminftstration broadcast 
over a nationwide hook-up an 
appeal for the American people 
to tighten their belts and save. 
He urged them to dip their bread 
in gravy, tip their soup bowls, to 
get the last spoonful, gnaw the 
last nibble from every bone and 
squeeze their grapefruit dry. Yet, 
according to his own official rec- 
ords, fifty-four million bushels of 
food grains were wasted in 1943 in 
the making of booze. He had 
within his power the authority to 
save that food grain. More- 
over, he ;2rmitted the distillers 
to resume whisky-making in the 
very middle of the most decisive 
stage of the war and thereby 
waste vast amounts of grain and 
sugar. : 

What unholy, highhanded hy- 
pocrisy in high places! 


Pre-Inyasion Parties 


These Washington wartime wild 
parties have marked the social 
functions of our national capital 
throughout the war period and, 
indeed, to the very hour of the 
Western invasion. On May 24, only 
ten days before the invasion, the 
papers carried an article entitled 
“Washington Ignores Impending 
Invasion.” It read as follows:

Consideration given -to the 
special demands of ‘‘worthwhile 
people” was described by Frank- 
lin G. Sartwell, vice-president 
of Milton Kr nheim, Inc., Wash- 
ington’s largest wholesale liquor 
dealer. .. : 


Conceding that when the man 
on the street is parched for a 
Scotch and soda -it may well be 
that officialdom is to blame, 
Sartwell said his firm made a 
practice of rushing supplies to 
retailers when they phoned 


about “hardship cases.” E 


“A hardship case,” he added, 
might occur when a retailer is 
called upo' to supply a number 
of cases of whisky for a func- 


tion given by the White House { 


or the State Department to en- 
tertain visiting delegates. Other 
members of Congress require 
large amounts of whisky for 
social events.

has been given a free hand during 
the war.

First Kings 1:5, 6 
says, “Then Adonijah the son of 
Hagith exalted himself, saying, I 
will be king: and he prepared him 
chariots and horsemen, and fifty 
men to run before “m. And his 
father had not displeased him at 
any time in saying, Why hast thou 
done so? and he also was a very 
goodly man; and his mother bare 
him after Absalom.” 


David had never displeased Ado- 
nijJah saying, ““Why has thou done 
so?” The lack of discipline and 
restraint, that lack of punish- 
ment, made Adonijah into the 
rebel who would have seized the 
kingdom. “A child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame.” 


And was, that the way King 
David reared his boys?
